Once the platming is complete and the 
Ceremony begins, Kempster’s role is not 
completely over; at that point she will shift 
from organizer to participant, joining the 
UVic Choir to sing Handel’s Coronation

They each receive 30 hours of training in peer coUn^Hing, 
concentrating on communication skills. 

'‘We’reheretolisten,nottogiveadvice,not to judge. We’re here tofacilitatetheirself- 
exploration and offa: assistance in decision-maldng if necessary," says lody Bekhuys, 
fourth year pscyhology student and peer counselling co-ordinator. 

"We don’t see as many students as we could," says Bekhuys. Through outreach and 
through referrals from the UVic Students' Society and Healtfi Services, the caitre hopes 
to be able to raise its profile and be of assistance to more students. 

Students who want to see a peer counsellor can phone (»■ drop into the centre in room 
B221, upstairs in University Centre, between 9:30 am. to 4:40 p.m, Monday toough 
Friday. No appointment is necessary. 

The volunteer peer counsellors come from a wide range of backgrounds and receive 
training in current issues and problem-solving. "We try to be as up-to-date as pt^ble, 
and will be involved with Drug and Alcohol Awareness Week and Eating Diaader 
Awareness Wee^" Bekhuys says. 

Students who wish tob^omepeer counsellors are invited to fill out an ai^licatitm 
form at the centre., TMiuifg sessions for voluntary peer counsellms will take place this 
month, Oct 5,6and 7,atCamp Bernard in Sotdre.

1990 United Way sets $60,000 goal 


UVic’s 1990 United Way fundraising drive 
began this month, as faculty and staff re¬ 
ceived United Way donation forms and in¬ 
formation along with their pay envelopes. In 
the first week of the campaign. Accounting 
Services’ Brian Atwell, the campaign’s act¬ 
ing co-ordinator, estimates that 30 to 40 
donors already have pledged or donated a 
total of about $4,(X)0. 

This year’s funding target is $60,000—a 
modest expectation after 1989’s drive saw 
377 dmiors (about 20 per cent of UVic’s 
faculty and staff) contribute justover $57,000, 
an average of nearly $12 per donor per 
monthly pay period (or the approximate cost 
of two cappuccinos each week). The 1989 
goal was $50,000. 

United Way appeals go out only once each 
year. With this in mind,most donors contribute 


through regular direct payroll deductions, 
which allow them to be generous without 
straining their monthly budgets. Payroll de¬ 
ductions also simplify tax prqraration, since 
a record of total donations spears on the T- 
4 slip. 

For dcMiations made by other means, such as 
by cheque. Visa, or Mastracard, Atwell em¬ 
phasizes t^ the United Way issues tax re¬ 
ceipts as soon as possible after receiving the 
donated funds. Cheques received and cashed 
before Dec.31 will th^fore be deductible 
for the 1990 taxation year. 

The United Way fun^ some 35 non-profit 
organizations in the Greater Victtnia area. In 
turn, funded groups offi^ support to specific 
groiqrs in need, inciting die young, the 
aged, people with ^tecial health needs, and 
individuals or families inneedof counselling.

that it deals with software which faculty 
members produce, regardless of the hard¬ 
ware involved. During the 1989-90academic 
year, for instance, the group presented soft¬ 
ware applications designed on IBM, 
Macintosh, and Apple computers.

Universities receive break on GST 


Universities will qualify for a 67 po* cent 
rebate on the Goods and Services Tax (GST), 
says a news release from the Association of 
Universities andCollegesofCanada(AUCQ. 

The release announces the results of an 
agreementreached between the Government 
of Canada, AUCC, and the Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of University Business Officers 
(CAUBO). 

“The rebate will be paid on univCTsity 
purchases for exempt activities and is 
equivalent to an effective tax rate of 2.3 per 
cent rather than the seven per cent,” said 
AUCC President Claude Lqjeunesse in an¬ 
nouncing the agreement 

Universities reached the following 
agreements with the federal government 
•meal plans that provide a minimum of 10 
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meals a week for a period of four weeks will 
be exempt 

•instruction at universities and colleges, 
including most non-credit courses, will be 
exempt (recreational and hobby courses will 
be excluded). 

•the requirement that universities be pub¬ 
licly fund^ in order to be eligible for rebate 
will be removed. 

•the definition of exempt fees for courses 
of instruction will include all compulsory 
fees that the student must pay in order to take 
the course. 

“These arrangements will benefit both 
students and universities,” says Dr. 
Lajeunesse. 

The discussions leading to the agreement 
were supported by research done by an 
AUCC/CAUBO task force. 

Finance Minist^ Michael Wilson said he 
waspleasedthat“tiiisvaypioductiveprocess 
ofconsultations”ledtotheagreementteached 
between the federal government and AUCC 
and CAUBO. 

In addition to the exemptions provided for 
under educational services, universities 
benefit fiom exempt activitiesrelated to health 
care services,chilaandpersonal care services, 
legal aid services and services provided by 
public sector bodies. 

“Thoe are furth^ consultations ahead 
with the Department of Revenue. We want to 
ensure that the agreement reached with the 
Department of Finance is respected in Rev¬ 
enue Canada’s int»pretation of some grey 
areas for universities,” Lajeunesse adds. 

CAUBO will examine some of these grey 
areas at a seminar for univosity administra¬ 
tors and accountants to be held Sept 23 to 24 
in Toronto. This will be followed by the 
production of a “questimi and answer” book 
on the GST for use by univosities.

Unusual course second in Canada

Since the first Master of Arts degrees woe 
offi»edin the Middle Ag^, graduate students 
have faced a frustrating paradox. As Jennifer 
Veitch, of thePsychology Graduate Students’ 
Society, puts it, “Many of us go through 
graduate studies with the idea in mind that 
we’ll be teaching, but find that we receive no 
formal instruction on how to teach.” 

In response to this lack, Veitch and fellow 
grad student Don Mine teamed up last year 
with Director of the Learning and Teaching 
Centre Dr. Andy Farquharson (Social Work) 
and Dr. Janet Bavelas (Psychology) to ar¬ 
range a smes of teaching seminars for Psy-* 
chology ^rad students. Each of the eight two- 
hour seminars consisted of a teaching dem¬ 
onstration by a master teacher, then one or 
more practice lessons delivered by students. 
Each practice session was critiqued and could 
also be videotaped, so that each p^cipant 
could develop an accurate impression of his/ 
her teaching style, and adjust it as necessary. 

The seminars were so successful in their 
early form that Veitch was invited to present 
a paper on the project at the Leameds confer¬ 
ence last summer. Further, UVic now plans to 


develop the sessions into a 1.5 credit course 
to te offoed next seinester on Thursdays 
from 6p.m. to 9 p.m. In the course calendar, 
it will be listed as ED-B590, and named 
“Teaching and Learning in Higher Educa¬ 
tion.” Gr^ students from all faculties will be 
welcome. 

For graduate students not registered in 
education, courses of this kind are extremely 
rare. Farquharson knows of only one course 
tike it in Canada. That course is offered at 
Dalhousie and is less than a year old. 

The course’s proposed instructor at UVic 
will be Dr. Joseph Parsons (Counselling 
Services). Parsons, who has spent the past 
two decades researching methods of improv¬ 
ing higher education, has presented ov^ 20 
ptqrers on the subject at professional confer¬ 
ences and symposia. Since 1988, he has 
worked directly with many grad students on 
the Thesis Completion Project 

Parsons hopes to present this course in a 
way which encourages his students “to look 
at teaching from the persi^tiveofthe learner, 
where the teacher basically does what’s 
necessary to maximize learning.”

The second half of the Festival will also 
provide Commonwealth Games sports dem¬ 
onstrations; a Ctxnmunity Bail^ue with 
music and entertaiiunent for children and 
adults; stage presentations in art, music, 
gymnastics and dance involving students 
from kindergarten to university; a short sub¬ 
ject showcase in the MePhosonLibrary Film 
Centre; library demonstrations; panels, sym¬ 
posiums, and forums on the environmm, 
a^g, and the economy; and a fireworks 
display. 

Several social events will be organized 
for invited guests includingawine and cheese 
reception for graduate student representa¬ 
tives, a labour reception, and an official 
opening fev the downtown classroom. 

Exhibitions and displays at the Maltwood 
Art Museum and G^^ and in Special 
Collections in the McPherson Library will 
run during all or part of the Festival. The 
nioenix Theatre will also be mounting a 
production of Largo Desolato, a play written 
by Czech President Vaclav Havel.

The Mideast, poverty and population ,and environmental issues 


addressed by Stephen Lewis during University Centre speech 

Stephen Lewis addressed a near capacity crowd at the University Centre Auditorium Sept.18, under the sponsorship of the UVic 
Students’ Society. Canada’s ambassador to the United Nations between 1984 and ’87, he was once the leader of the Ontario New 
Democratic Party. Lewis’s 45-minute speech dealt with Canada’s role in world affairs, particularly as a member of the United 
Nations. He discussed the Gulf crisis, then identified poverty in the Third World and the global environment as “the real issues of this 
world....the real imperatives for the 1990s.’’ Following are excerpts from his speech. 


What are the motives that prime this ar¬ 
mada [in the Gulf]?....thae is a presentiment 
of military activity which has caused this 
world a lot of agony over the last two to three 
decades, and there are a lot of Henry 
Kissingers around who have a certain lust for 
international collisions. It is terribly impor¬ 
tant, dierefore, that countries like Canada 
attempt to exocise a voice of rationality and 
moderation in the midst of the fray. 

Look what’s tuqrpened as a result of the 
last few weeks. The peace dividend is gone in 
this world. All of the things that excited so 
many of us as we moved into the 1990sabout 
the resources that would be freed by virtue of 
arms reduction then dedicated to the needs of 
humankind. It’s just gone. 

While we’re all preoccupied with what 
we call the loud em^gencies of the Gulf, the 
silentemergenciesproceedinexorablytotake 
their toll. 7 ,(X)0 children und» the age of five 
die every day from easily preventable 


diseases....for the lack of a course of immu¬ 
nization which costs $1....7,(XX) children 
under the age of five die every day from 

dehydration.for the lack of a little packet 

of oral rehydration salts [tiiat] costs 7 
cents....7,(XX) children undCT the age of five 
die every day from acute respiratory 
infections....for the lack of antibiotics 
amounting to a cost of $1 p^ child. A thou¬ 
sand Chilton in the developing world under 
the age of five go blind ev^ day for the lack 
of 10 cents wo^ of \fitamin A. Now you will 
forgive me, I want to know what kind of 
intemationd society we have crafted which 
is ctq>able of that insane daily harvest of 
chil^n. 

We would save 18 million lives by the 
year 2(XX) were the resources available for 
immunization, for oral rehydration therapy, 
for antibiotics. And it’s all th^. All you’d 
have to do is forgive die debt...I am forever 


faced personally with this crazy reality that 
somehow the world has become so fractured, 
so ruptured in its sense of values, that we are 
writing off hundreds of millions of people. 
We are creating a Fourth World of permanent 
impoverishment 

Robeu Mugabe, the then Prime Minist^^ 
of Zimbabwe, speaking on behalf of the 
entire non-aligned community [in 1987], took 
the podium of the United Nations General 
Assembly and said, in effect ‘Look, if the 
environment for most of you in the devel¬ 
op^ world means the storage of waste, pol¬ 
lution free rivers, no mote acid rain, recy¬ 
cling, how you handle your garbage, that’s 
fine. None of us have any objection to that 
But for the developing world the environ¬ 
ment means one thing and one thing only. It 
means poverty, and if you’re not prepared to 
deal with the poverty we cannot collaborate 
with you in saving the enviroiunent’ 


The developing world says about climate 
as it says about the economy—unless you are 
prepar^ to transfer someresources and stxne 
technology, don’tcount us in. Indeed, if there 
aren’t altmative technologies for a country 
like China-and China builds its economic 
future on the combustion of its coal, coal 
which discharges more carbon dioxide per 
unit of eaexgy than any coal in the wotid-it 
doesn’t matto'what the rest of us will do. We 
will lose this planet in the 21st century. 

So for those of you who wond» how one 
brings it all togetho', let me say that a pas- 
sicmateandinde&tigableixessutefOTchanges 
in Canadian public policy to give us the voice 
that the World wants to hear, to be the country 
which acts as a beacon of intelligrace and 
principle, that’s the role for Canada and if we 
played it this world might still be worth 
inhabiting in the 21st century.

Weaver sets Ring record straight on Fellows of the Royal Society of Canada 

Dear Editor: 


Rodger Beehler’s letter (The Ring, September 4) 
correcting inaccuracies in your report on women 
Deans was written in part "...out of justice 
lo...persons omitted", and because The Ring is 
“...the University’s informal memorandum of record." 

In the same spirit I would like to point out some 
glaring omissions in a page 1 report in the June 7 
issue of The Ring which I read while on Administra¬ 
tive Leave in Switzerland. I refer to the article which 
stated that Drs. Shenivood and Grant, two newly 
elected Fellows of the Royal Society of Canada, 
joined “UVic’s seven other active Royal Society 
Fellows.” Even at that distant location, I could 
immediately think of four other (very active) 
F.R.S.C.’s at UVic who were not included in your 
list of seven, and there may well have been others 


— I didn’t have a UVic calendar with me to check. 

Although Dr. E. Irving, an Adjunct Professor in the 
Department of Physics and Astronomy, was men¬ 
tioned, three other Adjunct Professors and 
F.R.S.C.’s In the same Department were over¬ 
looked - Drs. Roy Hyndman, Robert Stewart and 
Sidney van den Bergh (who. Ironically, was fea¬ 
tured in a separate article in the same issue of the 
Ring). Incidentally, the last two as well as Dr. 
Irving are also Fellows of the most prestigious 
Royal Society of all, the Royal Society of London; 
it would be interesting to know if any other Depart¬ 
ment in Canada can claim to have three F.R.S.’s 
associated with it. 

The most embarrassing omission, however, was 


that of Dr. Christopher Barnes (Geography) who is 
Director of UVic’s Centre for Earth and Ocean 
Research, for Dr. Barnes is not only a Fellow but 
also the President of the Royal Society of Canada! 

Since thatarticle appeared the number of F.R.S.C.’s 
at UVic has been further bolstered by the arrival of 
our new President and the appointment of a 
Lansdowne Professor in Ocean Research. I trust 
that they will not also be forgotten when the Ring is 
publishing future articles on UVic’s Fellows of the 
Royal Society of Canada.
